Stewardship ’84 ahead of ’83 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


The first report on Stewardship 84 is 
in, and it shows the diocesan campaign 
ahead of where the 1983 drive was at the 
same time last year, said Father William 
A. Kraft, director of the Stewardship 
office. 


As of Mar. 15, a total of $1,614,964.24 
had already been pledged by. 12,505 
people in the diocese, said Father. Kraft. 
The average pledge this year is $129.15, 
compared with $103 last year, and 
another $600,000 in additional pledges is 
projected, he added. 


“IT IS becoming more and more 
evident that people have felt a need to 
express their thanks to God for the 
blessings they have received,’’ said Father 
Kraft. He noted that Stewardship 
supports both the many and_ varied 
ministries of the diocese itself, as well as 
designated projects within each parish. 


Last year’s Stewardship collections 
were $2,175,527, of which more than 
$500,000 was returned to the parishes as 
their ‘‘fair share’’ over and above the 
diocesan goal, said Father Kraft. This 
year’s diocesan goal of nearly $1.7 million 
is the same as in 1983, but ‘all

‘AGENDA’ — Three Catholic theologians, 
speaking about ‘‘A Christian Agenda for 
2001,’ said they favored the ordination of 
women but felt it would not happen soon and 
that the Church should avoid letting the issue 
split or polarize believers. Blessed Sacrament 
Father Eugene Laverdiere, Redemptorist 
Father Bernard Haring and Father Richard 
McBrien spoke about the future of the church 
at an all-day theological symposium in De 
Pere, Wis. 

CHURCHES CHALLENGED — The 
rising interest in religion in America 
challenges churches to address social issues 
and ‘provide practical guidance, pollster 
George Gallup said at the annual Religion in 
American Life dinner in New York. 

MOTIVE QUESTIONED — The Reagan 
administration has not given African drought 
relief the priority it deserves, and its opposition 
to some relief programs is . ‘‘politically 
motivated’’ against Marxism, said Lawrence 
Pezzullo, director of Catholic Relief Services: 

CHEMICALS CONDEMED — Pope 
Paul II has decried the use of. chemical 
weapons in the war between Iran and Iraq. 
His condemnation came during his weekly 
general audience March 28, two days after the 
United Nations issued a report that ‘‘chemical 


weapons in the form of aerial bombs’’ have © 


been dropped in Iran. 

‘PRIMORDIAL DARKNESS’ — Newly 
installed Archbishop Bernard F. Law of 
Boston declared March 23 that abortion is the 
“primordial darkness’’ clouding  society’s 
ability to effectively deal with such major 
problems as hunger, injustice and the threat of 
nuclear war. Archbishop Law, former head of 
the Springfield-Cape Girardeau, Mo., 
Diocese, laced the homily at his installation 
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-with references to lightness and darkness. 


DOCTRINAL AGREEMENT — The 
Nicaraguan Church is marked by a 
“‘conflictive unity’’ in which Catholics have no 
serious doctrinal disputes but disagree in their 
attitudes to the Sandinista government, 
according to Father Cesar Jerez, vice president 
of the Jesuit-run Central American University 
in Nicaragua. He also criticized U.S. aid to 
Nicaraguan guerrillas and blamed the 
Nicaraguan bishops for not condemning 
guerrilla violence. 

A ‘DUTY’ ? — Colorado Gov. Richard 
Lamm’s remark that the terminally ill elderly 
have ‘“‘a duty to die’? was based on a myth 
about the extent to which technology is used 
to prolong the life of the terminally ill, ‘said 
Mary Belle McKeown, director of the Denver 
Archdiocesan Office of Aging. But James 
Mauck, executive director of Denver Catholic 


- Community Services, the social services 


agency of the archdiocese, said that the 
governor’s position on the use of extraordinary 
means to prolong life ‘‘is not very far from the 
Catholic position.’’ 

OPPOSITION URGED — Congress was 
urged to oppose mandatory abortion coverage 
in insurance policies. Father Edward Bryce, 
director of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops’ Office for Pro-Life 
Activities, spoke about an insurance bill, the 
Fair Insurance Practices Act, which included 
two anti-abortion amendments. It was passed 
by the House Engegy and. Commerce 
Committee March 28. However, the bill’s fate 
on the House floor is uncertain because of 
concern over numerous changes made in the 
bill before its approval before its approval by 
committee. 

SHELTER DEFENDED — Bishop Rene 
Gracida has denied assertions by .a Texas 
attorney that a refugee shelter operated by the 
Diocese of Corpus Christi, Texas, is a 
“‘money-making operation which deals in the 
detention of children.’’ Bishop Gracida said 
the shelter loses money each time it accepts an 
alien referred by the U.S. Border Patrol.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Men and 
women Religious are ‘‘a special treasure 
of the Church,’’ whom Christ loves with a 
“‘spousal character’’, said Pope John Paul 
II in his. first major document on 


Religious. since becoming pope in 
October 1978. 


The pope highlighted the personal 
nature of God’s call to Religious, the 


- meaning of the vows of poverty, chastity 


and obedience, and the role of Religious 
in the Church. 


THE 11,000-word document, called 
an apostolic exhortation, is dated March 
25 and was made public at a March 29 
Vatican press conference. The document 
is titled Redemptionis Donum, Latin for 
“‘the gift of Redemption.”’ 


There are 1.5 million Religious in the 
Catholic Church. 


‘‘The call to the way of the evangelical 
counsels springs from the interior 
encounter with the love of Christ, which 
is a redeeming love,’’ the papal document 
said. 


‘‘IN THE structure of a vocation, the 
encounter with this love «becomes 
something specifically personal,’’ it said. 


This love is directed at a particular 
person, ‘‘and at the same time it took ona 
spousal character: It became of a love of 
choice. The love embraces the whole 
person, soul and body, whether man or 
woman,’’ it added. 

‘‘Evangelical chastity,

Recent Vatican guidelines on sex 
education have stressed the role of parents 
as the primary educators of their children, 
and the need for close cooperation 


- between parents and educators in 


developing in youngsters a mature, 
Christian . understanding of human 
sexuality. 


The text, Educational Guidelines in Human 
Love, was issued by the Congregation for 
Catholic Education, and has revived a 
controversy in some U.S. dioceses about 
the content of sex education programs in 
general, and whether the Church — 
either in parochial schools or CCD 
programs — should address the subject at 
all. 


HERE IN the San Diego diocese, sex 
education is an integrated part of the total 


- parochial school curriculum. It has 


generally attracted no more parental 
attention than any other academic 
subject, and if anything, is an area where 
Catholic educators wish the parents were 
more involved. . © 


‘*Sex education is basically the parents’ 
responsibility, and the school assists the 
parents,’’ said Sister Gertrude Ann 
Sullivan, BVM, curriculum director for 
the diocesan elementary schools. Parents 
have the right to preview any of the sex 
education materials used in the schools, 
she said, and she encouraged them to do 
so.

The new Vatican guidelines are ‘‘very 
positive’ said Sister Gertrude Ann, and 
“look at the total person.’’ Sex education 
in the diocesan schools, she noted, is 
concerned with more than just a 
‘‘narrow’’ view of reproduction as a 
matter of biology; instead, it integrates 
human sexuality with the psychological 
and spiritual dimensions as well.’

‘““THE WHOLE idea is educating for 


‘love and responsibility,’’ she said. ‘“Love 


is not just genital, and the document does 
say that the child has a human right to be 
educated as a total person.”’ 


Human reproduction is not taught ‘‘as 
something ‘separated from life,’’ said 
Sister Gertrude Ann, and in the Catholic 
school, with its freedom to teach 
‘‘values,’’ individuals come to see 
themselves as ‘‘unique gifts of God, and 
thus the other person as a gift, equally to 
be respected and reverenced.’’ 


St. Francis School in Vista typifies the 
Catholic approach to sex education in the 
diocesan parochial schools, said Sister 
Gertrude Ann. At St. Francis sex 
education is taught by the school nurse, 


Mrs. Ann Buko, R.N.; it is geared to the 
students’ physical and emotional 
maturity levels, and forms part of an 
integrated whole concerned not just with 
physical reproduction, but with 
psychological, spiritual and moral values. 


CHILDREN LEARN about health 
and hygiene starting in kindergarten, said 
Mrs. Buko, ‘‘and I try to deepen it a little 
bit each year.’’ They learn about the 


> internal sex organs as part of their fourth- 


grade science curriculum, and about 
reproduction itself starting with grade 
five.

CARLSBAD — A “‘fortuitous’’ bend 
in the road led Charlene Baron from 
studying psychology and_ oriental 
philosophy to reading about Roman 
Catholicism and eventually embracing 
the faith. 

Charlene, a parishioner of St, Patrick 
Church in Carlsbad and an Oceanside 
lawyer, became a Roman Catholic four 
years ago. Her first personal contact with

the Church, besides a few Catholic 
friends, was when she read a foreword by 
Thomas Merton in a book on Buddhism. 


SHE DOESN’T remember much 
about the book itself, but ‘‘I sure did like 
what he (Merton) wrote.’’ That led her to 
read Conjectures of a Guilty Bystander by 
Merton, which she ‘‘enjoyed 
tremendously.’’ 

That encouraged continued interest in 
Catholic writers. ‘‘I was really impressed 
with the quality, I guess, of not only the 


iiilens, bok the theology they were 
writing about.’ 


She attended Mass and asked a friend 
about some of the issues raised by 
Catholic authors. The friend felt 
unequipped to discuss academic Catholic 
matters, and introduced Charlene to 
Father Gus Benson, who was at Mary, 
Star of the Sea parish in Oceanside. 
Father Benson helped her understanding 
of Catholic theology. 


AT A retreat a priest told her she 
couldn’t learn how to swim until she put 
her foot in the water, so she plunged into 
study of Catholicism. 


‘Tt seemed almost like being funneled 
into becoming a Catholic or not going 
forward,”’ she said. 


Charlene joined Father William Gold’s 
inquiry class at St. Margaret parish, 
Oceanside. There she looked at herself 
and the Church. ‘‘I wasn’t inside it (the 
Church.) I was outside, studying it,’’ she 
said. She knew much about the es 
except ‘‘how it feels.’ 


CHARLENE, ALREADY baptized a 
Protestant, was received into the Catholic 
Church at St. Margaret parish. Her 
friends and associates were surprised at 
her decision to become a Catholic, 
especially since we live ‘‘in an era when 
there is an almost wholesale rejection of 
spiritual values.”’ 


The Chicago native was married 
almost 16 years before she was divorced. 
She has two boys who are 26 and 25. Her 
first marriage has been anulled and she is 
open to remarriage. ‘‘I think marriage is 
a desirable state within which to exist,’’ 
she said. 


She has never -been happier, and she 
credits much of her pleasure to becoming 
Catholic. ‘‘I feel very grateful to have all 
that I have, and there’s a whole list. That 
happened in my life at the same time that 
I started my process to become a 


Catholic, so historically I can’t separate 


those two things.

enrichment. If it weren’t for the other 
things, that would be enough, but there 
are all kinds of other things,’’ she said. 
She listed her home, her success and 
respect gained in her law practice and a 
good relationship with a man as a few of 
the extras she has on top of her faith. 


“*The abundance of my life is almost 
overwhelming sometimes. I don’t 
wonder, ‘Why me?’ I’m afraid to ask. All 
that I have is such a gift I just hold my 
breath sometimes waiting for it to be 
taken back.’’ 


Charlene attends the University of San 
Diego, where she majors in religious 
studies, with a psychology minor. 
Religion, psychology and law ‘‘ought to 
be an interesting set of disciplines 
whereby people develop values,’’ she 
said. 


LAW AND Catholicism are similar,

she said. Law is a social system of 
deriving justice and ‘‘Catholicism 
likewise is a system whereby your 
relationship with God is acted out...and 
God is justice,’’ she said. 


She does not separate her faith and her 
work, trying to apply her values at all 
times to her work. As a judge pro tem, she 
serves a few days each month as judge in 
Vista Superior Court. 


Charlene serves on the board of 
directors of the Lawyers’ Club, North 
County, and Casa de Amparo, a child 
abuse shelter. She also is a member of the 
Soroptimist Club in Oceanside-Carlsbad. 


CATHOLIC DOCTRINE, she has 
found, is ‘‘so profound and so broad — to 
the extent that I’ve gotten answers to 
questions — they’re always there. It’s not 
a limited philosophy. It’s extremely broad 
and encompassing,”’ she said.

Tunnel vision victim 


I received a phone cali from a friend of mine the other day, a 
self-styled ‘‘conservative Catholic.’’ By the close of our 
conversation, I knew I had enough material for this week’s 
column. 


To say that my friend is a conservative is actually an 
understatement. This person teeters on the edge of the radical 
right. It is his belief that society and the Catholic Church have 
been on a precipitous decline for at least the last forty years and 
in particular since Vatican II. His most common emotion these 
days is anger, his most frequent mode of speech is the lament. 


But this time my friend was happy. It seems he has recently 
acquired a hero in the person of Archbishop John O’Connor, the 
new archbishop of New York City. He admires O’Connor 
because the bishop ‘‘is clearly a staunch conservative.’’ My 
friend makes this judgment because O’Connor is ‘‘pro-life’’ and 
because the archbishop stated in his first sermon in New York 
that ‘‘the papacy is indispensable.”’ 


I also admire John O’Connor but I think my friend is a victim 
of tunnel vision. So often, these angry people on the far right and 
on the far left look at the world through a microscope when they 
should be using a telescope. They listen selectively and observe 
minutely, but the total picture escapes their notice. 


I agree that Archbishop O’Connor is strongly opposed to 
abortion. But what is so unusual about a Catholic bishop 
opposing abortion? Can someone name one Catholic bishop who 
is in favor of abortion? Of course not. 


Archbishop O’Connor says that the papacy is: indispensable. 
Can anyone name one Catholic bishop who suggests that we 
should do away with the papacy? Of course not. 


To say that Archbishop O’Connor is orthodox is not to say 
that he is ‘‘a staunch conservative.’’ Catholics agree on so many 
things, and share so many fundamental values! It is unfortunate 
that those on the radical fringes don’t realize that, and stop 
manufacturing divisions on every issue under the sun. In both 
the left and the right camp, one pledges allegiance by using a few 
buzzwords. Some buzzwords fromthe left are ‘‘optional 
celibacy,’’ ‘‘women priests,’’and “‘liberation theology. "A few 
rightist shibboleths are ‘‘Mary,’’ ‘‘papacy,’’ and ‘‘pro-life.”’ 
Each camp dictates what the appropriate stand on these issues is, 
and anyone who disagrees in the slightest or for whatever reason 
is branded a heretic and ostracized. Catholics who follow the 
Church rather than attempt to lead it are condemned by both 
camps for being ‘“‘lukewarm.”’ 


This is a practice which is simplistic, wrong, and clearly un- 
Christian. I am concerned about the effect of this tunnel vision 
on the teaching mission of the Church. By his office, a bishop is a 
conservator and teacher of the faith. No believer can ignore or 
dismiss the bishop without ignoring the Church. The bishop’s 
words to the local Church are to be pondered carefully by all 
believers because the bishop is the unifying person around whom 
we gather. To imply that I don’t need to hear what the bishop 
says because he isa “‘liberal’’ or a ‘‘conservative’’ is actually to 
imply that I do not need the Church. I am no longer truly 
Catholic in that case. 


Extreme liberals as well as extreme conservatives have 
difficulties with authority. As with extremists in general, they 
have a certain intolerance of other opinions as well as a certain 
meanness of spirit. To both groups, any authority is acceptable 
only so long as that authority agrees with them. 


My friend and I finally agreed that what we both admire in 
Archbishop O’Connor is his personality and his manner. As one 
New York paper expressed’ it, the Archbishop has ‘‘smile and. 
style.’’ He says ‘yes’ when he means ‘yes.’ Moreover, when he 
says something he says it with panache. Like the Pope who 
appointed him, John O’Connor seems to enjoy people and seems 
to have the common touch. His list of accomplishments should 
tell anyone that he is a person of many parts, much too.deep and 
too broad to fit neatly in anyone’s little box.

First, I believe in schools, and in 
parochial as well as public schools. I also 
believe in the home, and in that belief 
have been about as strongly supported by 
Catholic sisters as any in the nation, even 
though I am not a Roman Catholic. 


Our research has pretty much led the 
nation in the area of the young child and 
school entrance age, and now in terms of 
home education. Not only does multi- 
disciplinary résearch overwhelmingly 
point to the home as the best educational 
nest, and to parents as the best teachers, 
at least until eight to 12, but the record of 
our nation and of other western nations in 
putting youngsters into school earlier and 
earlier over the last few generations, has 
specifically contributed to the decline of 
our educational system. __ 


Dolores Curran’s reference to het and 


her husband and their inability to teach . 


in science reminds me of the Colfax’s (he 
a social science teacher and she an English 
teacher) and their home-schooled 
youngsters in a home which has not even 
had any electricity for the last 13 years at 
Boonville, California. Their oldest son 
just went into Harvard out of home school 
on full scholarship in biology and. their 
15-year-old is already an astrophysicist, ~ 
having completed his first 12-inch 
refracting telescope. Two adopted 
youngsters are following along behind 
them, also interested in science. 


Is it possible that Mrs. Curran and 
others like her fail to understand that 
education is much more effectively 
implemented through the process of 
motivation, stimulation, encouragement, 
inspiration and making materials 
available through free exploration, than it 
is in simply trying to ram it in, jam it in, 
in a categorical,. structured, classroom 
way? Every national study that has been 
made comparing home schools with 
national norms, shows the home school 
consistently and significantly excelling 
institutions, even though parents may 
have only a high school education or less. 


Mrs. Curran is indeed very 
conventional, and she might be a bit 
uncomfortable teaching her own at home, 
for most professional teachers are. I was 
one of them. Most of us who were 
professional teachers can shrug off the 


_ failure of a child if he is in a school, 


because there are others as well as 
ourselves to blame. But the teacher who 
teaches his children at home can’t shrug 
this off.

‘A pure gift of God’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II continued his 
Lenten discussion of the sacrament of reconciliation during his 
Mar. 28 weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square. With 
more than 80,000 people in attendance, the pontiff described the 
personal nature of the sacrament and indicated that the Church 
prefers individual confession over general absolution. The full 
text of his talk in English follows: 


After rising from the dead, Jesus gave His apostles the power 
to forgive sins when He said: ‘‘Whose sins you shall forgive they 
are forgiven them.’’ In other words, He instituted the sacrament 
of penance. Last week he spoke about the accusation ‘of sin, 
which is part of this sacrament. Today I wish to emphasize the 
absolution, which is the act of forgiveness. It is God’s response to 
the person who accuses himself of sin, expresses sorrow and a 
purpose of amendment. 


On the part of the priest, the absolution nignilies the judgment 
of God, but this judgment is also the judgment of a father who 
desires the conversion of sinners. We see what God thinks of sin 
when we look at the death and Resurrection of Jesus, who 
Himself becomes our reconciliation. 


Absolution, then, is a pure gift of God. It is offered by the 
Church acting in the person of Christ. It is something personal, 
meant for the individual. For this reason the’ Church insists 
repreatedly on individual absolution. It is my prayer that 
everyone will rediscover in the pardon of this sacrament the 
peace of the risen Christ. 


My special greetings go to the Knights and Ladies of the Order 
of the Holy Sepulchre. May God bless your activities at the 
service of His Church. The irs of the Lord Jesus be with you 
all. 


Father Karl Rahner dead at 80 


INNSBRUCK, Austria (NC) — German Jesuit Father Karl 
Rahner, acclaimed as one of the greatest Catholic theologians of 
the 20th century, died: March 30 in an Innsbruck hospital le 
suffering a heart attack. He was 80 years old. 


Father Rahner was. seen as one of the most influential 
theologians of the Second Vatican Council, the 1962-05 event 
which changed the face of the Catholic Church. 


The late Cardinal Joseph Frings of Cologne, West Germany, 
was among many who called Father Rahner ‘‘the greatest 
theologian of the century.’ 


In a 1978 poll, 554 North American ee from 71 
different denominations named Father Rahner, after the Rev. 
Paul Tillich, a German-American Lutheran theologian, and St. 
Thomas Aquinas, as the greatest influence on their work, more 
influential than St. Augustine and Martin Luther. 


The author of some 1,500 published articles and books, Father 
Rahner was one of the most prolific and widely read theologians 
of the century. 


Trying to describe the task of the theologian, Father Rahner 


_ once said, “‘You shouldn’t explain, but show that you cannot 


explain everything. The theologian reduces everything to God 
and explains God as unexplainable. Christianity intensifies our 
experience of mystery; it makes us more aware of it; it makes the 
mysterious more absolute. Christianity makes demands on 
mankind and prepares us for the acceptance of mystery.”’ 


Discussing his own theological approach, sometimes described 
as anthropocentric, he ‘said: ‘“The Word made flesh is and 
remains the eternal and infinite man so that you cannot know 


God as He is unless you think of Him at the same time as God . 


made man. Thus, you cannot have a full theology unless you 
consider its anthropological aspects. If you wish to speak 
accurately of God, then you must pet of man. Likewise, you 
cannot investigate the depths of man’s nature, unless you say 
that he is. that being whom God has created a conserves in 
existence.’ 


Karl Rahner was born in Freiburg im Breisgau in what is now 
West Germany on March 5, 1904. The son of a high school Latin 
teacher, he had four brothers and two sisters. 


As a boy, Rahner was a bored, mischievous student, whose 
grades were so poor that his father once threatened to take him 
out of school. i 


In 1922, Rahner entered the novitiate of the Society of Jesus at 
Feldkirch, Austria. He was ordained 10 years later. 


In 1934, he was sent by his superiors to do postgraduate work 
in philosophy at the University of Freiburg, where he studied 
under Martin Honecker, a rigid neo-Thomist who rejected 
Father Rahner’s doctoral dissertation because he believed it 
incorrectly interpreted St. Thomas’s doctrine of knowledge too 
much according to modern philosophy. That dissertation, 
published 1 in 1939 as Geist im Welt and later in English as Spirit

has taught me all that I know of good and has helped me 
so much!”’ “‘She is such a good person. She is always so 
glad to see us and so happy for all the good things that 
happen — and I can always talk to her when things are 
bad.”’ 


Most of all, grandmothers seem to be able to 
communicate a deep and enduring faith and trust in 
God’s goodness.

GLUTTONY IN any of these forms can disrupt 
harmonious family life. Excessive accumulation leads to 
clutter and consistent desire for more, whether it’s brand 
labels or uneaten food. Excessive possession leads to 
selfishness and an unwillingness to share, traits inherent 
in the very meaning of family. Excessive self-indulgence 
leads to self-love rather than love of others. - 


Gluttony, as we see by this little test, is very much a 
problem in today’s families. We are manipulated by the 
media and societal pressure to buy, accumulate, hoard, 


Holy Week paints portrait 


A painter labors over every detail of his art, but he 
wants the viewer to step back and to see his work as 
whole. Only by viewing the entire painting from the 
proper distance does one appreciate how details: fit 
together to produce an object of beauty. And yet people 
often approach a painting in order to admire the 
intricacies of particular aspects of the work. 


The earliest Christians looked at the beauty of the 
events which we observe during holy week as a whole. 
They did not divide their celebration into a Palm Sunday, 
Holy Thursday, Good Friday, Holy Saturday and Easter 
Sunday as we do. All the events were integrated into the 
Easter Sunday observance consisting of a vigil which 
lasted all night and which culminated in the Eucharist at 
dawn. The vigil was lengthy but simple. The time was 
spent mostly in reading aloud and reflecting upon key 
passages from sacred scripture, beginning with the story 
of creation. No one was in a hurry. The events presented 
in the Bible were too important and sacred to be passed 
over lightly. 


THE FAITHFUL realized that all of God’s actions 
reached their climax in the death and resurrection of 
Jesus. These two events, the one from Friday afternoon 


and the other from Sunday morning, were seen as one 
sacred reality, even though they were separated in time. 
This sacred reality was known as the paschal mystery. 


Gradually people began to seek more time to 
contemplate as well as to celebrate the events of our 
salvation. This need, 
chronological sequence in liturgical observance, led to a 
separate celebration of the institution of the Eucharist, 
Holy Thursday, and of the triumphal entrance into 
Jerusalem on the previous Sunday, Palm (or Passion) 
Sunday. Saturday was devoid of any liturgy at all in 
observance of the time Jesus was in the tomb. All 
observed sacred silence until the beginning of the vigil 
service at sunset. Last to be added as a liturgical 
observance was Good Friday. 


There is an advantage to our present approach. 


Catholics who participate in the liturgy of all the days of - 


Holy Week have a marvelous opportunity to share in the 
wonderful work of our salvation. On the other hand, 
seeing the picture as a whole is also desirable. In 
particular we should see how the death and resurrection of 
Jesus are one reality, two sides of the same coin. 


coupled. with a desire for a 


‘Grandma, you know why I love you? Because you are 
never mean to me!’’ Our self-esteem is so fragile that the 
unconditional love of Grandmas brings us very close to 
understanding the unconditional love of God. We need so 
very much to be loved for better or worse, for no reason 
except that we are who we are.

I remember how strong and talented and lovable my 
grndmother made me feel.

GRANDCHILDREN send Valentine’s Day cards to 
grandmothers that say, ‘‘Whoever taught you to be a 
grandmother did a real fine job.’’ Grandmothers send 
birthday cards ‘‘To the best grandchild in the whole 
world.’’ There are, it appears, some very rewarding love 
affairs going on across the age groups, that warm the 
declining years and mold the young and growing ones. 


If all grandmothers seem to their grandchildren to be 
living in the joy of knowing God’s love and His 


unconditional forgiveness, and to communicate this faith- 


and trust, what a wonderful work of evangelization they 
are doing! How very pleased God must be with 
grandmothers who cause their children to smile with tears 
in their eyes because they are unspeakably precious to 
them!

This takes a terrible toll on Christian family life because 
the very values we espouse as Christian are opposed to 
gluttonous living.

This family can be considered a counter-culture family 
in a society that values upward mobility in economic 
terms and prizes a flourishing consumer economy. 
Unamericanism is even implied if we’re satisfied with few 
goods. 


That’s why it’s so hard to practice Christian values in 
our society It takes strongly committed parents and 
children to be different, to be Christian. Yet, these 
families serve as a sign to the rest of us and should be 
considered one of our national treasures.

THE REASON Good Friday was the last celebration 
to be added was that people of an earlier era clearly 
understood that Easter celebrated the resurrection, not as 
an act in isolation from the cross, but as the expression of 
the meaning of the death of Jesus. It was precisely because 
Jesus died that he was exalted by His Father in the glory 
of the resurrection. The two events of death and 
resurrection are as closely linked as are the 
indistinguishable moments in which light floods a room 
and darkness is dispelled. 


The meaning of this Christian paschal mystery is one 
reality for us as well. Darkness was dispelled and light 
flooded our beings. Sin was overcome and grace was 
gained. Or as we proclaim at Mass: ‘‘Dying you 
destroyed our death, rising you restored our life.”’ 


This Holy Week participate in all the liturgies: Palm 
Sunday, Holy Thursday, Good Friday, and the Vigil 
which culminates in the Easter Mass. But all the while 
step back and view the events of our salvation, especially 
the death and resurrection of Jesus, as a beautiful portrait 
of God’s love for us.

the flesh; evangelical poverty, everything 
that finds its source in the lust of the eyes; 
and evangelical obedience, enables us to 
transform in a radical way that which in 
the human heart arises from the pride of 
life.” 


THE THREE vows assist individuals 
in overcoming moral weaknesses and 
offer ‘‘the possibility of being reborn each 
day to a more profound good hidden in 
the human soul,”’ it said. ‘““This good is 
manifested under the action of grace, 
towards which the practice of poverty, 
chastity and obedience renders the human 
soul particularly sensitive.”’ 


‘‘This intimate and profound 
knowledge of Christ is actuated and grows 
deeper day by day through the life of 

~personal, community and _ liturgical 
prayer proper to each of your Religious 
families,’’ he said. 


The pope cited the documents of the 
Second Vatican Council and Paul VI on 
Religious life and called Religious 
consecration a ‘“‘fuller expression of 
baptismal consecration.”’ 


‘SAT THE same time this consecration 
introduces into the universal mission of 
this people a special source of spiritual 
and supernatural energy: a particular 
style of life, witness and apostolate, in 
fidelity to the mission of your institute 
and to its identity and spiritual heritage,”’ 
he added. 


The vows of poverty and obedience 
emphasize redemptive love while chastity 
‘places greater emphasis on the spousal 
character of this love,’’ the papal 
document said. The pope cited Christ’s 
exhortation of freely choosing chastity for 
the kingdom of God (Mt. 19:12) and St. 
Paul’s statement to the Corinthians that 
virginity is better than marriage (1 Cor. 
7:38). 

“‘Through the vow of chastity, 
consecrated persons share in the economy 
of the redemption through the free 


renunciation of the temporal joys of 
married and family life,’’ the pope said. 
“On the other hand, precisely by their 
‘having made themselves eunuchs for the 
sake of the kingdom of heaven,’ they 
bring into the midst of this passing world 
the announcement of the future 
resurrection and of eternal life: life in 
union with God himself through the 
beatific vision and the love which contains 
in itself and completely pervades all the 
other loves of the human heart.”’ 


THE POPE added that the reference 
to freely chosen chastity and to virginity 
as having a higher place than marriage 
does not contain ‘‘any lack of esteem for 
matrimony.”’ 


‘*The evangelical counsel of chastity,’ 
he said, ‘‘is only an indication of that 
particular possibility which for the human 
heart, whether of a man or a woman, 
constitutes the spousal love of Christ 
himself, of Jesus the ‘Lord.’ ”’ 


The pope praised evangelical poverty 
as a means of imitating Christ. 


IN THE Gospel call to renounce one’s 
possessions to follow Jesus ‘‘there is 
hidden the testimony of the infinite 
richness of God which, transferred to the 
human soul in the mystery of Grace, 
creates in man himself, precisely through 
poverty, a source for enriching others not 
comparable with any other resource of 
material. goods, a source for bestowing 
gifts on others in the manner of God 
himself,’’ he said. 

The pope said that in professing 
obedience, Religious work to transform 
“all the selfish tendencies to dominate 
rather than to serve’’ and become like 
Christ, who redeemed humanity through 
His obedience. From such an 
understanding of obedience comes ‘‘that 
religious submission which in a spirit of 
faith consecrated persons show to their 
legitimate superiors, who hold the place of 
God,’’ he said.

The litany of human suffering

For several years while her children grew 
up, the woman offered loving support and 
encouragement to her husband as he fought 
and finally won his battle against alcohol. 

A period of uneventful, though content, 
family living followed. But then the 
woman’s husband fell ill, with a 
debilitating, long-term illness. The woman 
helped her husband through the several 
years before he died. With the support of 
sympathetic friends and her church’s 
minister, she usually maintained a cheerful 
front as she carried out her responsibilities 
as helpmate, nurse and mother. _ 

After her husband’s death, the woman 
rebuilt her life. She rejoiced in her career as 
a preschool principal. She found happiness 
in her three children, watching them 
establish their own careers, marry and start 
their own families. 

As the woman approached 65, she 
retired. Free of responsibility now, she 
wanted more leisure for hobbies and travel- 
ing. But two months later disaster struck. 

Her daughter, not yet 40 and the mother 
of two teen-agers, was stricken with cancer. 
Seemingly cured the first time around, a se- 
cond and more distressing cancer appeared 
a few months later. 

Once again, the woman rallied. She 
packed up her belongings and went to 
live with her daughter and son-in-law, 
offering to help-as long as she was 
needed. But now the lightness was gone 
from her voice and tears hid just 
behind her eyes. 

For me, the woman in this true story 
is a modern Job. Like Job, she copes with 
suffering without giving up, in spite 
of the seeming lack of justice 
in the events. 

As Pope John Paul II notes 
in his recent apostolic letter on 
suffering, ‘“‘The Book of Job 
poses in an extremely acute 
way the question of the ‘why’ 
of suffering; it also shows 
that suffering strikes the 
innocent.” 

In his perceptive letter, the 
pope addresses two separate 
groups: those who suffer and 
those who encounter others 
who suffer. 


The “why’’ of pain 

and anguish remains 

one of the great human 

_ mysteries. But while it isn’t 

easy to understand, suffering does 

find some purpose. It can transform 

the sufferer, evoke compassion, and 
unleash the power of love. 


The pope acknowledges that suffering is a great 
and often impenetrable mystery. An “‘intangible 
mystery’’ often cloaks the person who suffers, he 
states. 


Seeing someone suffer “‘evokes compassion” and 


respect. But it also can intimidate us, adds the 


- pope, who is no stranger to personel suffering. 


Following a 1981 attempt on his life, the pope 
spent more than a hundred days in the hospital. 
Human beings alone know they are suf- 


fering and wonder why, the pope argues. 
And he believes. people suffer “in a human- 
ly speaking, still deeper way” if they can’t 
find a satisfactory answer. 

Perhaps reflecting his own experience, 
the pope offers some suggestions on how 
to approach suffering. He stresses that it is 
not a matter of remaining passive in the 
face of suffering. But, he adds, coping with 
suffering is complicated by the fact that 
people react to it in different ways. 

The task always begins within the in- 
dividual, the pope continues, and “‘it often 
takes time, even a long time,” to work 
through to some sort of answer. 


te 


Sometimes, as St. Francis of Assisi and St. 
Ignatius of Loyola discovered, suffering 
leads to transformation. Individuals see 
themselves as completely new persons; they 
discover a new dimension in their lives. 

One obstacle individuals may need to 
overcome is the terrible feeling of 
uselessness ‘‘that is sometimes very strongly 
rooted in human suffering,’’ the pope said. 

The fear of being ‘‘a burden to others”’ 
can be difficult to shake, he indicates. But, 
if all else fails, the philosopher-pope has a 
suggestion: Sufferers should remember the 
‘irreplaceable service’ they may provide. 

-To explain, the pope draws a connection 
between the Parable of the Good Samaritan 
and what he calls the “gospel of suffering.”’ 
These are linked, he says. 

The Good Samaritan reveals “‘what 
the relationship of each of us must be 
toward our suffering neighbor.’’ Avail- 

ability, the pope writes, is the key 
to being a good neighbor. It means 
putting one’s whole heart into 
bringing whatever help is 
needed to another person 
who suffers. 

And the Good Samaritan 
benefits, the pope thinks. 
Love is unleashed in the Good 
Samaritan by the suffering of 
the person who is aided. In 
this way, ‘‘the world of human 
suffering unceasingly calls 
for...another world: the world 

of human love.”

All Jerry could do was concen- 
trate on taking his next breath. 
Even that took such energy he 
didn’t know whether he could 
push on again. His wife, Ann, 
leaning over the hospital bed’s 
metal sidebar, squeezed his hand 
encouragingly and again told him 
of her love. 

He could not return the 
squeeze. What little strength re- 
mained during this ninth round 
of chemotherapy had to be 
focused on surviving to the next 
moment. He was an exhausted 
fighter in a battle against the 
villainous cancer raging within 
him. 

When he emerged victoriously 
cancer-free several months later, I 
asked him how he had endured. 
He told me that during his illness 
one image kept recurring to sus- 
tain him: The image of Jesus a 
his coach. : 

At first I was startled. Jesus as a 
trainer shouting plays from the 
sidelines? 

But as Jerry and I talked fur- 
ther, I understood what he 
meant... 

“To be a good coach,” he 
reminded me, “‘it helps to have 
played in all kinds of cir- 
cumstances. You need the ex- 
perience of being bruised, bloody 
and broken. You need to know 
how to be a winner even when 
the score says you’ve lost.”’ 

He pointed out that Jesus went 
through emotional anguish, ~ 
physical pain, public humiliation. 
“Because he knew how to 
transform suffering, he is our 
best teacher,’’ Jerry said. 

I had to agree. I pictured Jesus 
alone in Gethsemane, terrified of 
what lay ahead. His closest 
friends, those who should have 
been offering all the support love 
can give, were asleep. He cried in 
his agony, ‘“‘No, not me!” 

Jesus was in his prime, only 
three years into his life’s work. 
His friends still needed his direc- 
tion. His mother didn’t deserve 
the horror of her only son’s 
death. Most important, he had 
done nothing wrong. 

Jerry said he had similar 
thoughts as he struggled to 
understand why at 37 he was a 
cancer victim. He said he had. 
tried to live a Christian life: He 
attended Mass regularly, prayed 
daily and participated in parish 
and diocesan activities. He 
volunteered his time and talent. 


He tried to be ethical in his 
business dealings and was a lov- 
ing husband and a devoted father 
to his five children, ages 7 to 16. 

So why would God let him 
suffer so much? 

Jerry said he thought about 
Jesus’ experience on Good Fri- 
day. That helped him realize suf- 
fering isn’t punishment for per- 
sonal wrongdoing, but is a 
mysterious human phenomenon 
which Christians understand. and 
ponder as somehow related to the 
divine. 

Jerry also realized that accep- 
ting suffering doesn’t guarantee 
pain will cease. In fact, after Jesus 
submitted to his Father in 
Gethsemane, greater suffering oc- 
curred: A disciple betrayed him, 
soldiers mocked him, a judge 
condemned him, he was 
crucified. 

“That’s part of the mystery I 
don’t fully understand,” Jerry 
said. “But knowing Jesus had 
already traveled to the depths of 


desolation and pain made him 
my co-sufferer and that gave me 
great comfort.” 

Jerry went on to tell me how 
during chemotherapy he could 
sense Jesus’ presence beside him, 
coaching him along with en-. 
couragement and love. “I knew 
that like a good coach he wasn’t 
going to come in and run the 
game for me,”’ he said. “I had to 
do that, but I could look to him 
for strategies and ways to play.” 

During the painful treatments, 
Jerry pictured Jesus compas- 
sionately saying, “I know what 
you are going through. I’ve been 
there. I’ve been victorious, you 
can be too.” 

For Jerry, cancer brought him 
face to face with the mystery of 
God’s love in ways he had never 
anticipated. He met a Jesus he 
had not known before.

On Sunday, Nov. 13, I woke 
up unusually early in the morn- 
ing, feeling wide awake but very 
ill at ease. I checked the clock. It 
wasn’t quite 5:30. But I decided 
to go out and get the paper, 
which had just been delivered. 

Suddenly I found myself doubl- 
ed over as a chest-wrenching pain 
brought me to the edge of death. 
In. those moments, as the artery 
nourishing the back wall of my 
heart choked off, my own control 
over my life was slipping im- 
perceptibly from my tightly clen- 
ched fists. 

Ironically, five days earlier I had 
undergone a complete medical ex- 
am, the first in 10 years. “You 
have the strong pulse of a run- 
ner,” the doctor said, ‘‘and the 
stamina of a young man.” 

A few months earlier, just after 
my 50th birthday, I had gone 
backpacking in Oregon’s Cascade 
Mountains. I was both surprised 
and pleased to discover how well 
I handled the mountain trails. 

But independence and health 
all seemed very far away as I lay 
wired and doped in the hospital’s 
coronary care unit.

Here is a forthright. statement 
of the cost of being a Christian: 

“If anyone wishes to come 
after me, he must deny his very 
self, take up his cross, and follow 
in my steps’’ (Mark 8:34). 

If it is impossible to understand 
Jesus apart from the cross, it 
is also impossible to be a Chris- 
tian without accepting and endur- 
ing crosses. Suffering, far from 
being.a sign of God’s displeasure, 
is a sign of his acceptance. 

That is part of the mystery of 
suffering. 

The fact remains: no pain, no 
gain. And when one stops to ~ 
think of it, this is true of life in 
general, not just the Christian 
life. The first followers of Jesus 
learned this the hard way. 

Mary, the first disciple — and 
the model disciple — was familiar 
with suffering. Not that her life, or 
anyone else’s, was an unrelieved 
succession of disasters. 

She experienced joy and many 
moments of happiness. But she 
also knew and accepted suffering. 

An aged man named Simeon is 
met in Luke’s Gospel. Simeon ™ 
warns Mary with these words: 
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those days was not really the 
pain. It was the powerlessness. 
For me suffering means having 
the control of my life in 
someone else’s hands. 

The suffering of Christ and his 
passion also have more to do 
with control, and its loss, than 
with physical pain — or so it 
seems to me. 

For many of us it takes 
something like a heart attack, with 
its powerlessness, to become 
aware of just how much control 
we possess, how much control we 
find natural in our lives. It is so 
easy to overlook the power- 
lessness — and the suffering that 
goes with it — that is the lot of 
so many people in the world. 

This theme, I think, is what 
underlies so much of the 
church’s social teaching today: 
How to give to all people. the 
control over life that is their due 
as human beings. . 

Church social teaching challenges 
us to come to terms with what 
the suffering of others means. 

Control and powerlessness are 
also the principal spiritual issues 
that make or break our families 
and our other valuable relationships. 
Twenty years of counseling mar- 
ried couples taught me that the 
struggle for control can be the 


major problem for many a troubl- 
ed family. It proves to be the key 


‘issue that has to be clarified 


when a couple plans a marriage. 

The image of Christ on the 
cross is a picture that reflects a 
sinful human race having its way 
with God. It also is a picture of 
Christ submitting to this lack of 
control, this powerlessness. 

St. Paul said that Christ became 
like us in all things except sin. 
He put up with the worst that 
humanity has to dish out. He was 
bent and broken in a humiliating 
and degrading way. Two thou- © 
sand years later it is still very 
disconcerting to think that there 
was something so sacred and 
divine about his suffering that we 
can hardly understand it. 

We have it in our means, most 
of us, to impose suffering. But in 
reducing human relationships to 
a tug of wills, and determining 
that “‘I’’ will prevail, we become 
power traders. 

Jesus never did that. In fact, he 
did just the opposite. 

What he did that was so dif- 
ferent is the story we witness in 
the last days of Lent.

“You yourself will be pierced 
with a sword”’ (2:49). 

The nature of. that sword 
becomes clear very soon. It is 
seen when Mary and Joseph find 
the boy Jesus in the temple after 


an anxious search of three days. 


Jesus responds to Mary’s 
reproachful question with one of 
his own: ‘‘Why did you search 
for me? Did you not know that I 
must be in my Father’s house?” 
(Luke 2:49). 

Anyone who has ever lost a 
child, even for a few minutes, can 
appreciate the anxiety which © 
must have pierced Mary. 

But on a larger scale, Jesus’ 
response: to Mary let it be known 
in no uncertain terms that he had 
interests which. transcended: fami- 
ly affairs. This must have hurt 
Mary: to realize that his work, 
whatever it was, would mean at 
least physical separation. 

What made it even more dif- 
ficult was that neither she nor 
Joseph was able to understand 
what he was talking about. 
Understanding would have 
helped at least a little. 

And so it was to be all through 
her life. In the account of the 
wedding feast at Gana Mary 
remarks to Jesus that the wine 


has run out. His reply again im- 
plies dissociation of his work 
from hers — at least for the time 
of his public ministry: ““Woman, 
how does this concern of yours: 
involve me? My hour has not yet 
come”’ (John 2:4). 

The death of Jesus must have 
twisted Mary’s heart agonizingly. 
Just the knowledge that her son 
was dying in such disgrace and 
excruciating pain must have been 
almost unbearable. 

The other disciples also had to 
learn the lesson of the cross, — 
though they were reluctant to do 
so. The Gospel of Mark stresses 
the resistance of the disciples to 
Jesus’ persistent teaching on the 
cost of discipleship. 

After each prediction of the 
passion by Jesus, they simply ig- 
nored the implications his suffer- 
ing had for them. But each time 
Jesus insisted that they must 
follow his steps — all the way 
(Mark 8:31-38; 9:30-37; 10:32-45). 

Like so many disciples after 
them, they were all too eager to 
bask in glory. But they were 
most unwilling to pay the price 
— the price Jesus himself paid.

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People react to suffering in dif- 
ferent ways. But almost always 
they enter into suffering with a 
protest, writes Pope John Paul II. 

The pope speaks about the 
Christian meaning of human suf- 
fering in a 1984 apostolic letter. 
Many of his reflections will strike 
a chord with his readers. 

Anyone who suffers wants to 
know why, the pope observes. 
Often the question ‘““Why?”’ is 
directed to God and to Christ. 
But then the questioner “‘cannot 
help noticing that the one to 
whom he puts the question is 
himself suffering and wishes to 
answer him from the cross, from 
the heart of his own suffering.” 

It is part of the mystery of suf- 
fering that this question ““Why?”’ 
is difficult to answer. 

Pope John Paul recognizes that 
many people think of suffering as 
a form of punishment. But he 
cautions readers: 

“While it is true that sufferin, 
has a meaning as punishment, 
when it is connected with a fault, 
it is not true that all suffering is a 
consequence of a fault and has 
the nature of punishment.” 

The importance of questioning 
suffering’s meaning is clear when 
one realizes that suffering often 
raises conflicts in peoples’ rela- 
tions with God, that its frustra- 
tions even lead people to deny

“Christ 
does not explain in the abstract 
the reasons for suffering, but 
before all else he says: “Follow 
me!’ Come! Take part through 
your suffering in this work of 
saving the world, a salvation 
achieved through my suffering!” 

Human suffering “has reached 
its culmination in the passion of 
Christ. And at the same time it 
has entered into a completely 
new dimension and a new order: 
It has been linked to love,” says 
Pope John Paul. ‘“With the pas- 
sion of Christ all human suffering 
has found itself in a new 
situation.” 

Suffering possesses both super- 
natural and human meaning. It is 
supernatural, for ‘‘it is rooted in 
the divine mystery of the 
redemption of the world.” 

But it is human too. For in suf- 
fering, “the person discovers 
himself, his own humanity, his 
own dignity, his own mission.” 

Suffering, says the pope, is one 
of those points in which a person 
“is in a certain sense ‘destined’ 
to go beyond himself, and he is 
called to this in a mysterious 
way.”

raised the cross. He watched 
Jesus’ body wrench in pain as the

at Jesus. ‘‘Save yourself!’ they 
mocked. ‘“‘Come down from the 
cross!’’ ‘‘He saved others but he 
can’t save himself!” 

‘“‘He’s not at all like the 
criminals we’ve executed in the 
past,’ the centurion thought. 
“What has he done to make peo- 
ple so angry with him?”’ 

A strange darkness fell over the 
whole area even though it was 
afternoon.

Moving the U. S. embassy to Jerusalem 


Right behind the religiously divisive issues of 
U.S.-Vatican diplomatic relations and organized prayer 
in public schools, another hot question steals onto the 
national scene: Proposed congressional legislation to 
move the U.S. embassy in Israel from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. 


Gathering momentum since it was discussed at a 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee hearing in late 
February, the move-the-embassy bandwagon now 
includes more than 200 members of Congress; 
Democratic presidential hopefuls Walter Mondale and 
Gary Hart; and members of the Jewish community. But 
obstacles are being scattered in the path of the movement 
by President Reagan and Secretary of State George 
Shultz, who, as opponents of the idea, are on the same 
side as the U.S. Catholic Conference and Arab- 


Americans. 


THE BILL would ‘‘require that the United States 
embassy in Israel be located in the city of Jerusalem.” 


The proposal’s main sponsor’in the Senate is Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan, a Catholic and Democrat from New 
York. The House version’s leading sponsors are Reps. 
Tom Lantos, D-Calif., and Benjamin Gilman, R-N.Y., 
both Jewish. 

Those who favor a change of address for the embassy 
(geographically, a move of about 40 miles) say it will 
reflect the reality of Jerusalem as the capital of Israel and 
show support for Israel. 


‘*‘JERUSALEM IS the capital of Israel and we should 
stop pretending it’s not,’’ Lantos said. 


Initially, after the 1947 partition of what had been 
British Palestine, Tel Aviv was the capital of Israel. 


However, by 1950, after the 1948 war with Arab states, ~ 


Israel had begun regarding the western portion of 
Jerusalem. which it controlled as its capital. East 
Jerusalem remained in Jordanian control until the 1967 
war and the international community continued to focus 
its attention on Tel Aviv as Israel’s diplomatic 
headquarters. Then, in 1980, Israel underscored the 
importance it places on Jerusalem by declaring the 
undivided city its ‘‘eternal capital.” 

The U.S. Catholic Conference believes that moving the 
U.S. embassy to Jerusalem would erode already shaky 
chances for peace in the Middle East. 

Testifying before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, Father J. Bryan Hehir, secretary designate of 
the USCC’s Department of Social Development and 
World Peace, linked the USCC’s views to the Vatican’s 
position. 

Moving the embassy would be “‘unwise’’ and would 
‘‘endanger rather than enhance the pursuit of a peaceful 
solution’’ to Middle East conflict, Father Hehir said.

Instead, said Schwartz, the cardinal ‘‘deserves from 
everyone in the pro-life movement — perhaps especially 
from those who may disagree with some of his practical 
judgments — our encouragement and our prayers for the 
wise and effective fulfillment of his duties.’’ 


USCC OKs bi-lingual ed 


WASHINGTON (NC) The U.S. Catholic 
Conference, in ‘‘the spirit of both justice and Christian 
concern,’’ has reaffirmed its support for bilingual 
education. 

The Administrative Board of the USCC adopted a 
recommendation from the USCC Committee on 
Education stating that ‘‘all educators have an obligation 
to provide for children whose prima: language is not 
English.”’ 


THE ACTION was taken at the board’s March 20-22 
meeting in Washington and was announced March 27. 

The board conducts the business of the USCC between 
the annual general meetings of the U.S. bishops. The 
USCC is the bishops’ public policy arm. 

In its recommendation, the education committee had 
noted that legislation providing federal funds for bilingual 
education will be considered by Congress this year.

Cardinal Bernardin in several forums in recent months 
has called on the Church to promote a ‘‘consistent ethic of 
life’’ that cuts across a variety of issues including 
abortion, the death penalty and the arms race. 


SCHWARTZ SAID critics have misunderstood the 
cardinal’s message. He urged ‘‘responsible people in the 
pro-life movement to call a halt to the divisive and unfair 
accusations that are being hurled against him.”’ 


Schwartz said that the cardinal has not only invited 
pro-lifers to apply their convictions to questions of 
warfare and defense but has asked the peace movement to 
“Far from 
damaging the pro-life cause, he has sincerely attempted to 
serve that cause,’’ Schwartz said. 


The Catholic League official wrote that ‘‘it has been 
suggested, rather forcefully in some quarters, that 
Cardinal Bernardin is using his position’’ as pro-life 
committee chairman ‘‘to sell out- the right-to-life 
movement, mute Catholic opposition to abortion, defeat 
Ronald Reagan and weaken national defense. 


‘I SYMPATHIZE with the concerns raised by my 
pro-life brethren,’’ Schwartz added. But he also noted 
that_‘‘if Cardinal Bernardin is trying to downplay his own 
opposition to abortion, that certainly does not show in his 
actions.”’

. American Jewish Organizations has termed the location 


of the embassy in Tel Aviv an ‘‘irrational situation’’ 


which ‘‘must now end.”’ 


That group described as ‘‘gratifying’’ Mondale’s 
support for moving the embassy and praised a recent 
statement by Hart that he will vote for the Moynihan bill 
if it reaches the Senate floor. 


The White House and State Department are unhappy 
about ideas to move the embassy. Reagan has indicated 
he may veto the bill if it passes. 


ONE REASON the administration cites is fear of a 
bloody reprisal by Middle East terrorist groups against 
American civilians and diplomatic personnel if the 
embassy is moved. Even moderate Arab nations and 
other states with significant Moslem populations 
reportedly have warned U.S. officials of their ipeullty to 
protect Americans from such attacks. 


Other reasons given by the administration are that the 
action would allow Congress to usurp presidential power 
to set foreign and diplomatic policy, that relations with 
the Arab world would suffer and that peace would be 
threatened. 


Meanwhile, the National Association of Arab 
Americans has accused Mondale and Hart of “‘trying to 
prove their enmity for the Arab people’’ by using the 
embassy issue to win favor with Jewish voters. 


FEELINGS HAVE been strong on both sides of the 
move-the-embassy issue, demonstrating why the ‘‘eternal 
capital’? has been one of a number of what seem to be 
eternal questions in the Middle East dilemma. 
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The man who popularized Runaround 
Sue and Abraham, Martin and John was 
‘“‘running from God’’ during much of his 
career as a secular pop artist.

Recently, he was scheduled to 
perform at the Los Angeles Congress of 
Religious Education with three other 
Christian musicians, but illness forced 
him to cancel. 


Christian recording artists Tom 
Franzak, Teri DeSario and Leon Patillo 
performed for the recent Catholic 
Congress attended by many San Diegans. 


The Church is no stranger to 
contemporary Christian music. The folk 
Masses of the ’60s paved the way for the 
youth musicals and played a part in the 
acceptance of the contemporary Christian 
music scene of today. While folk Masses 
continue, what’s new is contemporary 
pop and rock music with the Christian 
message. 


DeSARIO, WHO had a secular hit, 
I’m Ready, which she recorded with K.C. 
(formerly of K.C. and the Sunshine 
Band), said acceptance of her music has 
grown and Catholic audiences have been 
especially responsive. 


“‘T’ve received tremendous support 
from other Catholics,’’ she said. ‘‘It is 
very exciting to see the kind of powerful 
support this ministry is receiving, 
especially from lay people. There are a 
few pre-Vatican II priests who have been 
a little slow to accept us, but they’ve 
certainly not tried to hinder us.”’ 


DeSario thinks people have been 
receptive to contemporary Christian 
music because ‘‘this isa new, effective aid 
for teaching. This is music that does not 
infringe on the liturgy. Instead, it 
enhances the liturgy, it encourages and 
eventually it evangelizes. There is a 
powerful potential here.”’

PREDOMINANTLY Catholic 
audiences react differently to Franzak’s 
music than other audiences, he said. 


‘I think maybe Catholic audiences 
tune into what I do a little differently. 
Maybe that’s a reflection on the Catholic 
tradition of music used strictly as a 
supplement to worship in the Church 
experience. So when they come, it’s not 
like ‘Church.’ ”’ 


‘‘At Catholic colleges,’’ Franzak 
continued, ‘‘the students get up singing 
and stomping their feet. Maybe because 
many Protestant churches use music as a 
major portion of the service itself — I 
don’t know — but those students are 
more inclined to sit on their hands. They 
still have a good time, but in a different 
way.” 

DiMUCCI TENDS to disagree. With 
the exception of dates at Catholic colleges, 
he says there is no way to determine an 
audience’s religious background. 
Secondly, he’s found few differences 
among audiences anywhere.

‘‘T don’t find it necessary to change my 
concerts as long as I keep my eyes on the 
Lord and share Jesus,’’ DiMucci said. 
‘‘There are some differences I suppose, 
especially in form. That’s true of all 
churches. But I believe the Spirit of God 
will lead: people to the truth wherever they 


” 


are. 


For DiMucci, music is a tool for 
renewal. It is another way to get people 
back: into church where they can be 
helped and loved. It’s another guidepost 
on his journey, he said. 


“YOU SEE, once we’ve gotten people 
back in the Church, there are so many 
beautiful things going on that can lead to 
so much. Things like Life in the Spirit, 
Marriage Encounter and other ministries 
are coming from lay people.”’ 


“TI believe you can make friends 
through music. It can express the 
inexpressible. Once you’ve reached 
someone on their own terms, it is easier to 
gain their acceptance. For instance, I 
think I relate well to other men, especially 
men in their late 30s or early 40s. These 
are often men who are beset with 
problems, they worry about their kids, 
their finances, their family life. I 
understand all of that. What I can share is 
that the foundation of our problems is 
that we won’t allow God to take control of 


» our lives and those problems. Those are 


some of the things I’m trying to do 
through music.”’

Mrs. Buko, ‘‘but it is integrated with 
their religion.”’ 


By the seventh and eighth grades, she 
said, students are at a level in their 
growth and development where they are 
asking about the Church’s teaching on 
matters directly related to sex, marriage, 
abortion, she said, and also the reasons 
behind those guidelines. They are 
encouraged to ask questions in the 
freedom and security of their own 
classroom, she added. 


‘*AGE IS the thing. How much can 
they handle? You have to. feel out each 
class — each has its own maturity level 
and personality.” 


Children today have a greater 
awareness about sex, and it starts earlier 
said Mrs. Buko. ‘‘The pastor (Msgr.

The first person to hold that post since 
the United States cut off diplomatic 
relations with the Papal States in 1867, 
Archbishop Laghi said his duties ‘‘might 
increase, but they will not change’’ 
because of his new official diplomatic 
status with the government. 


As apostolic delegate in the United 
States for the past three years, he, like his 
predecessors in that post, functioned 
unofficially as diplomatic liaison with the 
government, he said. 


‘““FOR INFORMAL, we 
formal. For unofficial, we 


become 
become 


‘official,’’. but the substance of the job, 


representing the Holy See’s positions, is 
the same, he said. 

But he called that diplomatic role 
secondary, saying that ‘‘the first and most 
important task’’ of either pronuncio or 
apostolic delegate is to be ‘‘a converging 
point, a connecting point between the 
center of the Church (in Rome)...and the 
local Church.”’ 


During the interview Archbishop Laghi 
also: 


© Rejected the idea that the U'S. 
government might be able to use its 
diplomatic relations with the Holy See to 
pressure the U.S. bishops to back off from 
positions critical of government policy; 


© Described Vatican diplomacy as 
fundamentally different from the 
diplomacy of nations, saying that the 
Holy See’s activity is aimed at helping 
solve common human problems, not 
protecting its own interests; 


“@ Strongly reaffirmed the Church’s 
position on controversial issues such as 
artificial birth control, clerical celibacy 
and ordination of women, and said that it 
would be ‘‘very difficult’ for a priest who 
disagreed with Church teaching on such 
issues tc become a bishop; 

© Rejected the image abroad of the 
United States as a consumerist, 
materialist society, saying that he sees a 
strong spirit of generosity and ‘‘deep 
spirituality’? in American society. 

© Said that if there is a weakness in 
American Catholicism, it is a selective 
understanding of the Second Vatican 
Council. 


ASKED ABOUT a concern raised by 
some American Catholics that formalized 
diplomatic relations could provide a 
means for the U.S. government to get the 
Vatican to put pressure on the U.S. 
bishops when they criticize government 


. policies, Archbishop Laghi said that the 


suggestion ‘‘implies a bit of 


misunderstanding of what is, has been or _ 


will be my task.’’ 


The primary role of a Vatican 
diplomat, he said, is to convey the 
position of the Holy See on an issue or 
situation when a government asks to 


know that position. In doing so, he 


added, the diplomat also seéks to present 
that position in a way that is ‘‘in harmony 
with’’ positions adopted by the local 
bishops. 

“If the government of the United 
States should give instructions related to 
the internal government of the Catholic 
Church,”’ he said, his response would be 
that the government is out of line, that 
‘fyou are touching a matter of the First 
Amendment (to the U.S. Constitution).”’ 


HE ALSO said that he is 
‘‘committed’’ to informing the leadership 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops regarding any information about 
the Holy See’s positions on various issues 
that he might convey to the USS. 
government. 

He said that there might be ‘“‘diversity 
of emphasis, of focus’’ between the Holy 
See and a local church. ‘‘But you also 
have one holy, Catholic Church,’ he said 
with a strong accent on the ‘‘one.’’ The 
role of the papal representative, he said, is 
“to keep that unity — not uniformity, 
unity — and this is the principle of 


collegiality.’’ 

As papal nuncio to Argentina from 
1974 to 1980, before he was transferred to 
the United States, Archbishop Laghi 
gained a reputation for prodding the 
Argentine bishops into taking a stronger 
stand against human rights violations by 
the military government there. 


ASKED IF he saw a similar need to 
prod or push the U.S. bishops in any 
area, he said he did not. ‘‘I don’t think 
the bishops of the United States need an 
impulse to take a stand’’ because they are 
already ‘‘sensitive’’ to the issues, he said. 


He admitted that “‘I wanted to push’’ 
the Argentine bishops because ‘‘I know 
that (Pope) Paul VI was very concerned 


‘with human rights’? and ‘‘maybe there 


were some bishops that were concerned 
about being patriotic and being 
supportive of a human government, and 
some resistance in taking a step ahead.”’ 


At the same time the Argentine bishops 
“‘have great respect for the voice of the 


Archbishop Pio Laghi 
‘Very strong, vibrant’ 
AE PNAS PCO SE RES 
Holy Father,’’ he said. ‘I tried to 
exercise that influence for the benefit of 
both the unity of the bishops and the unity 
of them with Rome in their commitment 

in defense of human rights.”’ 


PRESSED FURTHER on whether he 
saw any particular weaknesses in the U.S. 
Church, he said, ‘‘My analysis is that this 
is a very strong, vibrant church that is 


* determined to live the spirit of the 


documents of Vatican II.’’ 


But Vatican II produced 16 
documents, ‘‘not five or six,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
have this impression, and it is only an 
impression, that American Catholics have 
absorbed only those documents of 
Vatican II that are very congenial to the 
American spirit.’’ 


U.S. Catholics seem, for example, to 
have absorbed the council’s pastoral 
teachings on the Church’s responsibilities 
toward the world but not the dogmatic 
teachings on the nature of the church 
which are a context for the understanding 
its stance toward the world, he said. 


WHEN ASKED about the significant 
role he plays in the selection of new 
bishops in the United States, Archbishop 
Laghi described in detail the consultative 
procedures he must follow and the limits 
on his own power in the selection process. 


“Certainly I have my criteria’ in 
making recommendations to Rome, but 
there. are checks and balances tthat 
prevent him from being “‘capricious,’’ he 
said. 

When he plays his role in selecting 
bishops ‘‘I’m not a diplomat, but a 
pastor,’’ he said. 


ASKED TO describe what key 
qualities he looks for in a potential bishop, 
he said he looks for men who are “‘ 
pastoral’’ and who are ‘“‘at ease with the

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people and clergy — and with the media, 
which is very important in this country.’’ 


HE SAID he also looks for good 
administrators because the job of 
administration. ‘‘is very heavy on the 
bishops here.’’ Another quality that is 
particularly important in the United 
States is to be ‘‘open to dialogue.”’ 


Asked if the Vatican _ specifically 
questions prospective bishops on their 
stands on controversial issues such as 
artificial contraception and women 
priests, Archbishop Laghi said these 
questions are included in the 
questionnaire that is sent out. 


It would be ‘‘very difficult’’ for a priest 
who disagrees with papal teaching in such 
areas to be named a bishop, he said. ‘‘We 
admit a solo in the choir, but someone 
who is out of tune cannot sing in the 
choir,’’ he said. 


HE REJECTED the idea that the 
Church might reverse its position on 
issues such as clerical celibacy or women 
priests which are points of widespread 
controversy in the United States. 


Those are not just positions ‘‘of this ‘ 


pope,’’ but matters of Church teaching or 
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discipline which will not change, he said. 


The U.S. Church has a lot of influence 
on the Church in the rest of the world not 
only because of the U.S. position as a 
superpower ‘‘but because here they take 
their profession of faith seriously. You 
have a system of education in Catholic 
schools so that you not only profess the 
faith, but you know what you profess. 


““YOU ARE a very blessed country. 
You don’t know how blessed you are,”’ he 
said. 


The pope is not ‘‘angry’’ at U.S. 
Catholics, but because he sees the 
importance of the U.S. Church he 
“‘expects a lot,’ Archbishop Laghi said. 


He summarized the U.S. Church’s 
leadership position in the rest of the world 
with the comment, ‘‘When it’s raining 
here, it’s cloudy elsewhere.’’

better last year’s campaign,”’ he said. 


By mid-March, almost half of the 
parishes (42) had already exceeded their 
diocesan quotas in pledges, with 
everything above that destined to be 
returned to the parish; another 20 
parishes had yet to report, said Father 
Kraft, but he noted that start dates do 
vary somewhat from parish to parish. 


ACTUAL COLLECTIONS by Mar. 
15 were already over $630,000, compared 
with $420,000 at the same point in the 
1983 campaign, said Father Kraft. By 
June he expects that about 80 percent of 
all pledges will have been redeemed; the 
Stewardship office will continue to send 
monthly reminders until mid-November. 


A measure of Stewardship ’83’s success 
is that all but 2.7 percent of the total 
pledges were honored; this year, said 
Father Kraft, projections based on the 
first report indicate that about 65,000 
persons will participate in Stewardship 
84, about a 10 percent increase over the 
year before. 


By returning everything to the parish 
above the quota set by the diocese, 
Stewardship helps many parishes avoid 
separate fund-raising programs to reduce 


parish debt or establish building funds, 
said Father Kraft. The largest single 
pledge this year, as last year, was $5,000 
he noted. 

THE LARGEST single beneficiary of 
Stewardship funds are the educational 
ministries of the diocese, followed by 
Catholic Community Services; said 
Father Kraft. 


‘‘Besides being able to house and care 
for unwed pregnant women, the diocese is 
now offering adoption services licensed by 
the state,’’ he said: ‘‘Fortunately, due to 
the Stewardship program, we are able to 
accept young men to study for the 
priesthood, and we are able to allow 
priests to retire.”’ 


Stewardship also has an eye toward the © 


future, said Father Kraft. ‘‘For the first 
time we are able to begin a fund to 
purchase land for new parishes as the 
need arises. But to be realistic, the cost of 
land is so exorbitant that studies are now 
being made regarding the cost of 
establishing new parishes that would be in 
addition to the current Stewardship 
goals.’’ : 
BECAUSE STEWARDSHIP is an 
‘‘in-house’’ operation, billing and 
promotion are performed by the diocese.

Toda acciori liberadora de Dios pide, para ser realizada 
por aquellos a quienes se encomienda, una seria 
preparacion. Esta preparacién es siempre suscitada y 
dirigida por el Espiritu Santo. Asi nos lo demuestra Jestis 
en el Evangelio. San Lucas nos dice que Jestis, para 
prepararse a la mision liberadora que el Padre le habia 
encomendado y que El conocia bien, guiado por el 
Espiritu Santo se retiré al desierto durante cuarenta dias 
en donde ayuné y fue tentado por el diablo, el cual, 
agotando todas las formas para disuadirlo de su misién, se 
alejé de El para volver en otra ocasién. He aqui este texto 
significativo: 


*‘Jestis, lleno del Espiritu Santo volvid de las orillas del 
Jordan y se dejo guiar por el Espiritu a través del desierto, 
donde estuvo cuarenta dias y fue tentado por.el diablo. En 
todos esos. dias. no comid nada y al fin tuvo 
hambre...Habiendo agotado todas las formas de 
tentacién, el diablo se alejS de El, para volver en el 
momento oportuno.”’ 


Este texto evangélico nos presenta todos los elementos 
requeridos para la realizacidn de toda obra de Dios.

HIS LAST DAYS: Seminarian plavs Jesus

ALCALA PARK — These days, when most male 
students at the University of San Diego have short 
hairstyles, student Peter Rubalcava, who has a beard and 
shoulder-length hair, stands out. Rubalcava, who studies 
at USD while attending St. Francis Seminary, often is 
asked why he is bucking the trend. 


The questions give him a chance to advertise a 
production in which he will soon be featured. He thinks 
the long hair and beard will be more realistic when he 
plays Jesus in His Last Days, an Easter musical to be 
performed in Brawley later this month. 

“TI CAN’T wait to take it off,’? Rubalcava, 25, said of 
the beard. 

This is the second year the play, written by Rubalcava 

and Dean Barreca, will be performed. (Rubalcava also 
portrayed Jesus last year.) 
Then he lived in the Imperial Valley and was able to 
direct the play with Barreca. This year’s play is directed 
by Barreca and Gilbert Valencia. - Because Rubalcava is 
studying at the seminary, he’ll only be able to rehearse 
with the cast a few times. 

““1’M KIND of relying on last year,’’ he admitted. 
Changes have been made in the play, but few of them 
affect Rubalcava. This production will feature more 
actors (60) this year and some scenery has been changed. 

His Last Days uses the music of Dallas Holm, a 
contemporary Christian recording artist. Rubalcava and 
Barreca wrote music around the songs in just one 
evening. Barreca conducts a 24-piece orchestra for the 
performances. 

Sizeable crowds and standing ovations indicated that 
last year’s performances were successful, he said. ‘‘I think

it had a lot of impact on a lot of people’s lives... There’s 
something special about it,’’ he said. Cast members have 
a ‘‘prayerful attitude’? about the play. ‘‘It becomes a 
community prayer and that emanates. I think people can 
see there is something there.”’ 

WHEN RUBALCAVA was 23, he portrayed Jesus in 
the I.V. Players’ production of Godspell. To prepare for 
the role, he studied movies on Jesus and read the 
Scriptures. He also prayed for guidance. 


The 25-year-old college junior (it’s his first year in the 
seminary) thinks the Imperial Valley youths who put on 


the production are ready to share the play with San — 
_ Diego. 


Chartered buses from Poway and St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral will travel to this year’s performances, and 
Rubalcava hopes even more San Diégans will make the 
drive to Brawley’s Palmer Auditorium. 


“EVERYONE KNOWS the story. I-think it will be a 
touching experience because of the music and the way it 
comes off... There’s something really special about it and 
I think it’s because of the Spirit of God,’’ he said. 


One-third of the musical’s proceeds will be given to 
Mexicali orphanages and the other two-thirds will benefit 
Catholic youth programs for the entire Imperial Valley. 
Although the play is an outreach of Our Jady of 
Guadalupe Church in Calexico, it involves youths from 
many parishes and non-Catholics, too.

Salvador bishop: Fighting only Communists is no solution

BOYNTON BEACH, Fla. (NC) — Policies which 
seek only to fight Communism in Central America cannot 
address the real cause of the region’s unrest, said 


Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas of San Salvador. 


The current turmoil is the result of years of injustice 
and ‘‘selfishness’’ on the part of the rich, the El Salvador 
archbishop said at a March 20-23 symposium on church 
and state in Latin America, sponsored by the St. Vincent 
De Pau! regional seminary in Boynton Beach. 


COMMUNIST INFILTRATION is real, speakers at 
the symposium said, but addressing it as the only problem 
will prevent long-lasting solutions. 


In addition to Archbishop Rivera Damas, other 
speakers included Robert White, former U.S. 
ambassador to El Salvador; Father Gustavo Gutierrez, a 
leading liberation theologian; and Michael Novak, 
resident scholar at the American atecprise Institute in 
Washington. 


“Communist infiltration in Central America is not a 
ghost, but a dangerous reality,’’ the archbishop said. 
‘‘But if the flag of anti-Communism is raised to protect 
the security of countries like the United States, we risk 
that the real root of the problem will be left unsolved.’’ 


ARCHBISHOP RIVERA Damas castigated the 
wealthy few in his country for their ‘‘selfishness’’ which, 
he said, has plunged El Salvador into years of civil war. 


‘‘The root of our problems is the selfish and distorted 
practice of a misunderstood capitalism,”’ he said. 


He also criticized the leftist guerrillas for perpetuating a 
war which is ‘‘irrational.’’ Those hurt directly by the war, 
he said, ‘‘ 


are the people they claim to fight for.”’

THE ARCHBISHOP urged negotiations between the 
extreme left and right as the only way to build an 
authentic democracy and ensure peace in his nation. 


The March 25 presidential election, he told a press 
conference, is a weak foundation for that peace. ‘‘In our 
situation it is necessary to complement them (the 
elections) with dialogue.’’ 


But he declined to suggest that the United States 
unilaterally stop sending military aid to El Salvador, 
saying that ‘‘the sending of arms must stop on both 
sides.”’ 


WHITE AGREED with the archbishop that ‘‘the rich 
in El Salvador look upon their country as a money 
machine to provide them with an astronomical living 
standard.”’ 


The attitude of the wealthy ‘‘will drive El Salvador to 
an extreme left revolutionary society,’’ he said.
